3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest in combination as claimed, the 
features of Independent claims 1 or 12. Specifically, wherein a pn-junctlon between the 
extensions and a neighboring part of the channel region is formed by two implantations 
of dopants of opposite conductivity type and wherein before these two implantations an 
amorphlzing Implantation Is performed wherein the pn-junction is to be formed, as is 
claimed In claim 1 and similarly in claim 12. 

Dependent claims 2-1 1 and 1 3-20 are allowable because of their dependence on 
allowable independent claims 1 or 12.
